ns'-n Saturday was the first step. The 
settlement made there is the same

The following are the chief points

The unions to call off the strike, the 


packers to re-employ as mony of the 
strikers as they can give work too, 
and to give the preference to the form- 
er employes in the future: as many of 
the new workers as wish tc remain 
are to be retained. 


Wages of the skilled men to remain 


at the rate paid before the strike. 
The packers, who toave often declared 
they would not meet the labor men, 
will undoubtedly deny today that a con- 
ference has been held. But the fact 
remains that duly authorized repre- 
sentatives of the owners of the pack- 
ing plants did meet the labor men.
